It goes on to 
Michael Schneider was a lad of H years 


I when his fathur ciaino to this county, and 
he and a sister were at that time left in 
charge of an uncle, but two years later 
the father gent for them, and they set sail 
from Hamburg, Germany, in May, 182(1, 
lauding at New York eighty days later. 
He went to Ohio with bis father, and for 
a time lived with him near Cln-innatl, 
which was then only a good sized village. 
He was a strong, self-reliant, manly boy, 
and at once commenced to earn bis own 
living, finding employment with Andrew 
Heredes, with whom ho remained some 
years, and in 1833 he camo with Mm to 
Illinois, making the journey hither over 
tbose great highways of pioneer travel, 
the Ohio and Mississippi rivers. He locat- 
ed with his employer on Liofc Creek, in 
Sangamon coufity, and there Mr. Heredes 
erected one of ^hfe'-flrat steam grist m'lls 
ever operated in tho^tate.

Dweeu«d Russian Premier. 


The young czar of Russia, almost at 


the outset of his career, meets a serious 
setback in the death of Prince l.obauoff- 
Rostovsky, his minister ol foreign af- 
fairs. 
In the Russian government, 


trith its absolute despotisfti, personali- 
ty counts for more than in nny other 
nation, and Prince Lobanoff was the 
strongest of the counselors upon whom 
the czar has leaned. Succeeding M. de 
Giers in 1895, Lobauoff assumed control 
of the brilliant tacticians of Russian 
'diplomacy and guided the government 
to successful issues in almost every one 
of the momentous questions which have 
confronted the nation. It has been the 
subject of mournful remark among the 
other foreign ministers of Europe that

One needs but to recall the success ol 


the various efforts recently put forth by 
the Russian government to appreciate 
the skill and address with \\hich the 
czar has been represented. The victories, 
says the Chicago Record, have been Rus- 
sia's throughout. Alliances were per- 
fected east and west, the powerful 
friendship of France being1 secured as 
though by hypnotism. In the settle 
ment of the Chino-Japanese affairs and 
in the negotiations looking to a strong 
foothold in the Ottoman empire the Bus 
sians have played the winning cards 
They have worked steadily toward theii 
long-coveted aim—the control of the 
Bosphorub or a pathway through India 
and an outlet to the sea. The most re 
markable feature of this adroit diplo 
niacy is that its ends haie been jjainecl 
without undue friction and with nc 
present danger to the peace of 33r.rope. 


It is because he was favorable to peacr 


and because he carried his aims without 
involving his government in conflict 
that I/obanoff's death will be regretted 
abroad. He did much to strengthen the 
empire, but he avoided the clash of arm.' 

Tt 
remains to be seen whether among Uie 
other diplomats of the empire theru aic 
those who can take up liis work anci 
carry it on so brilliantly as he ha i done

Discussion by the Supervisors a 


Question of General Importance 


PROBLEM: HOW TO WEED ODT BEftTS 


Report of the Committee Presented by 


Supervisor Bean—Plans Sugges- 


ted—Salary 
Question Set- 


tled—Voting Places. 


At tho forenoon session of the Maoon 


county board of supervisors today the 
pauper quesiton was discussed at length, 
in the interest of economy and of the de 
serving poor. 


Supervisor Bean had offered a resolu- 


tion for the appointment of n special com 
imttee to look into the subject of the 
best means of reducing the pauper ex- 
pense and plans to weed out the "beats" 
or undeserving persons. Mr. Bean was 
made cbariman of that committee and 
soon after the board convened this fore- 
noon he submitted his report. Mr. Bean 
"md the committee had endeavored to 
perform its dut.' faithfully and while it 
had received several suggestions, it bod 
no plan of future action to submit, ex- 
cept in part. One plan offered was that 
the county should establish a public eat- 
ing house, giving the poor people of Deca- 
tur two substantial meals a day. Anotbei 
suggestion was that the county should es- 
tablish a county store house, where al! 
supplies for paupers could be had and a 
close account kept. And then it had been 
proposed that when orders wero given to 
stores, the orders should specify tho items 
desired by the beneficiary, and that the 
orders should be sent in from tho differ- 
ent stores for payment. Mr. Bean sale 
tho committee hud but one recommenda- 
tion to offer, and that was that a spccin 
committee of conservative men should b<_ 
appointed to closely examine the needs 
and condition of every applicant, and that 
if any were found to be unworthy they 
should be cut off. It is not a question to 
bo deeded iti a few minutes or a few 
hours. It is worthy of careful thought 
by careful men, and tho best plan should 
be adopted, and if necessary n special 
meeting of the board should be held to 
decide what ought to be done. 


Supervisor Muirhead suggested that 


residents of Decatur knew better than 
the committee who are deserving and who 
are not. He thought there should be a 
member of an acthe investigating com 
mltteo, one from each ward in tho city. 


Superivsor Nickey stated that had been 


given the names of four persons residing 
in the Oklahoma distirct, who were re- 
ceiving SI.50 a week and were not de 
serving of help. One was a woman whose 
husbind was every day driving an express 
wagon. 
Another wus a woman whoso 


two grown daughters were working out 
and oaruiug money. 


Chairman Hocknday regarded the ques- 


tion of groat importance and worthy of 
the most careful consideration, but be 
thought that tho board should Ural duilne 
a paupor, making the restrictions, so that 
there would be a clear understanding. 


Supervisor May spoke at some length 


suggesting tho appointment of it commis 
sion to act in connection with the overseer 
of ihe poor. Under tho present arrange- 
ment the oevrseer is turned loose with the 
county money, and tho people who seek 
aid have found it out. It is not the busi- 
ness way to do things. If tho o\ers«er 
checks out ¥75,000 we arc bound to pay it. 
He has unlimited power to spend the 
county's money. Mr. May believed tho 
board should appoint a commission. 


Supervisor Bean added a few remarks 


on tbu subject and Supervisors Connard, 
Spence, French, Scott and others spoke 
on the question, ell agreeing that some 
good plan should be adopted to step tte 
undeserving pauper raid in the county. 


Action in the matter was deterred until 


the afternoon session. 


Yesterday when the pauper matter was 


up Supervisor Holliager said ho had read 
somewhere that tliu Peoria workhouse 
paid an actual profit of $4000 a year. 
Others knew that they had made it self 
sustaining, even if they were not sure that 
it was paying its way. 
The workhouse 


idea was spoken on favorably by two or 
three. It was remarked that if there was 
a workhouse where good 
bard 
work 


would follow a jail sentence, a number of 
men who now go to jail with pleasnreable 
anticipations of days'spent in pluyingjcards 
and singing, would try harder to keep 
out of jail. As it is now the jail sentence 
has no terrors for many petty offenders, 
while the county is pnt to an expense to 
feed them. 


The pauper question was diKussed 


again this afternoon, when on motion the 
board adjourned to Thursday, Sept. 24, 
wnen tbe special committee will report a 
plan of action for adoption. 


After the adjournment tbe supervisors 


were given a watermelon treat by Super- 
visor Mulrbead. 


Mo Change. 


The feea and salaries committee recom- 


mended that the circuit clerk's salary be 
fixed at $1600 and that was adopted. 
This is tbe same that it baa been. 


On tbe motion to- adopt tbe report of 


tbe committee fixing the circuit clerk's 
salary at f 1600, Muirhead moved to make 
tbe salary f 1400. A vote was taken and 
the amendment was lost by 8 to IT.
